Aiutrican Finances. 

The extraordinary admissions of tho 
.New York Times, ono of tbo ablest 
of America^ pnpors, with rognrd to 
tho National Dobt of tho United 
States, must have opened tho eyes of 
our rcaderB to a truo knowlodgo of 
tho condition of affaire thore. For 
several months past tho cry has boon 
rang in our cars tbat tbo debt of tho 
United States was being reduced at 
tho rate of $100,000,000 por annum, 
and that tho ontiro account would bo 
■wiped from tho lodjrer beforo Iho 
!»p86 of twenty years; hut in tho 
taco of this glowing 6lalomont of tho 
condition of Amorican public finances, 
■wo woro frcqaontly surprised to hear 
that greenbacks wcro quoted as low 
as T-lo. to 70c. and ihut there was no 
immediato prospoot of their reaching 
anything liko par, Aceustomod as wo 
had been to place implicit rolianco on 
tho statements of our " Cousins," wo 
had every confidences in tbo hopo ex« 
pressed of tho speedy extinguishment of 
tho publio debt ; and attributed tho do- 
prcshion in tho funds to tho unsottlod 
condition of nffaira in tho South, 
which would pass away after tbo 
negroes, armod with tho ballot, had 
becomo "masters of tho situation" 
and tho lato rebellious Sttitos woro 
represented in Congress. It appears, 
howovor, from tho light thrown on 
tho financial affairs of tho country by 
tho Times, that tho prospect of a 
speedy liquidation of tho dobt is any.t 
thing but favorable — that, in fact, to 
use tho words of our New York co- 
temporary, «' wo aro moro likely to 
see tho debt doubled than to seo it 
paid." Tho country, then, is in tho 
condition of a man who borrows 
money from one bank to tako up a 
note due at another. Tho amount of 
his indebtedness remains no less than 
at first— perhaps, with tho addition 
of intorcst, a little- more. In plain 
terms, whilo tho United Statos Gov- 
ernment is engaged with tho ono hand 
in reducing its bonds and logal fon- 
der notes by tho amount of S-iOO.OOO,- 
000 por annum, it is vb busily ongagod 
•with the other hand in issuing now 
lots of paper to an amount at least 
equal to that redeemed. Tho rtr 
demption of tho dobt undor such a 
etato of things, is, as will bo roadily 
seen, impossible. Tbero is no diminu< 
tion of tho indebtedness— it is only 
shifted from ono tihoulder to tho other, 
and^whon tho shoulder on which it 
■was last placed cau no longer bear tho 
load, it will bo returned to its original 
ro3ting placo. It may be urged that 
tho weight of dobt under which tho 
States aro staggering will soon bo 
unfelt by tho people, bocauso tho pop> 
~ illation is iucreuHing to rapidly that 
tho amount paid per cipitum will bo 
insignificantly small. But tho politi- 
cal economists who advance this ar- 
gument aro perhaps not aware that 
the expense of governing tho 
Statos is increasing to an extent out 
of all proportion with the increase of 
population, and that, notwithstanding 
tho fact that sinco tho war oommono- 
cd tho population has rison from 29,- 
OOO.UOU to 34,000,000, tho rale of tax- 
ation per head has increaded four 
hundred fold. Beforo trio war tho 
Customs' Duties hardly avoragod 30 
per cent; ni w ihoy roach 00 por cont., 
and an attompt to rnino thom to 90 
por cent., (which failed in the last 
Congress) is about to bo rcnowod by 
the manufaciuors with tho presont 
Congross immediately upon it 3 rc- 
nssomblitig early in July. Boforo tho 
war, there woro no direct taxes levied 
for tho support of tho Gonoral Gov- 
ernment. JNow everything taxable 
is taxod — euon to tho watch one our-, 
ries in his pocket, and his household 
furnituro — lor tho benefit of tho Gent 
eral Govcriimoii'., and what littlo is 
loft by tho collector as unworthy 
his attention, is BomottuiOB snap- 
ped up to support tho local Gov., 
ornment of each Btalo. Under thoso 
circumstances, wo do not horitato to 
any boldly that tho pcoplo of tho 
United States aro tho heaviest tuxod 
of any in the world ;— and that, not 
only are tho burthens Government 
placoB upon them heavier than can 
long bo borne, but that tho manufac- 
turers throughout tho land aro iu 
louguo to proouro tho imposition of a 
ninoty-por-cont. tariff so as to shut 
out ioroign gr>ods from competition, 
and force tho peoplo to pay tho 
largest prices that clastic oonscioncos 
■will permit producers to ask. The 
condition of affairs in tho Statos is in 
roality alarming. So long as it was 
believed that tho public debt was 
being reduood at tho ralo of 8 100,000,- 
000 por annum, tho weight of taxa- 
tion might have been borno for a fuW 
yoars uncomplainingly ; hut tho stato 
mont of so rcspootablo a shoot as tho 
New York Time* to tho offooi that, 



altor all tho Eaxcritieea tho poople havo 
made and nro making, instead of 
being liquidated tho dobt iB being 
"doubled," will undeceive the maBsos 
and render oro long tho collodion of 
the rates difficult if not porilous, 

Tho t* Gangs" of Rural England. 

Tho London Spectator of March 23rn has 
the following : 

About fifty years ngo, p-ices for corn being 
very high, the luudowners of tlio dimriu'a ol 
LincohiBliiro, near Louth, iicRan inclrj^intr 
tho Fens on a great scale. Cottug s not pay- 
ing, they did not build many, and the tarmers 
gradually collected bands of children, of 
both sulcus, and tet them to work under an 
overseer. The syeiein waa found profitable, 
particularly to ownerB of close parishes, who 
were thus enabled to pull down cottages nnd 
so completely abolieli poor rates, and it 
gradually spread over other parts of the 
county, and Ihtn into pnrti of Huntingdon- 
shire, Cambridgeshire, Nurfolk, Suffolk nnd 
Nottinghamshire, till it became a regular 
trade. Men out of work, or without choruo- 
tois, or Nomads by instinct, went about fiom 
village to village, hiring children at so much 
a week, and then reletting them out to the 
farmers at an ndvunced but still moderate 
rate, till at tho present lime, it is believed 
lhat upwards ol three hundred of these 
" publio gangs " aro in exi^tonco, eaoli with 
its gang master and about twenty children 
of both sexes. Tho farmers, moreover, find- 
ing tho supply ol cheap und organized tabor 
convenient, adopted tho system for them- 
selves, and organized private gangs nrneog 
their own cottagers, till tha total number of 
children thus employed amounted to several 
thousands more. Curtain evils connected 
with tho practice seem nt last to have struck 
tho local clergy. Parliament wasindnoed to 
stir, and the Home Offieo ordered an official 
inquiry into the system. Tho report of Ihu 
Commissioners hug been received aud printer] 
with the evi.icnce, and tho latter confirms 
the worst stories current, 

The gang system, aa at present carried on 
in theso counties, is declared by witnesses 
ol all kinds and classes— clergymen, farmers, 
laborers, old gang-masters, mothers of gitls 
who are iQ ihe gangs, and decent laborers' 
wives — to bo fat j t alike to health, to civilisa- 
tion and to morality. Children ot both 
sexes and of all agos, Irom five up to six- 
teen, aro, in fact, sold by the wretched labor- 
ers to tho gang-masters at so much por head 
per week, generally, wo are bound to add, 
out of the direst poverty. Tho ganger hav- 
ing collected his children, takes them uwny 
to his job, forcing them to walk, or if need- 
ful, to carry each other, for distances which 
often inv Ive of themselveR groat cruelty. 
Five milea out and fivo back is thought 
nothing of, in addition to almost continuous 
labor (or at least ten hours a day. This labor 
is generally weeding, or picking atones, por- 
hapa the moat oximuating kinds of toil a 
child can be called on to perform. The 
laborers iD many English parishes are coarse 
enough, but among these poor wretches 
civilization disappears. Upon this point 
there is un overwhelming conseoaus of 
evidence, even from the few Inrmeis who 
pronounce that thesysium is indispei sable to 
their tillage The single amusement is ob- 
scene talk, which becomes so shocking lhat 
the very laborers are revolted, n~d dcclato 
ihey would sooner turn out of the road than 
meet tho gangs returning. All the offices ol 
t ature, say twenty witnesses, are performed 
in public by boih sexes, without the faintest 
efljrt at ooocoalment. Boya and girls 
of nil ages baiho together stark naked, and 
tho most infamous actions are boasted ol 
with a shamelossnesa rarely found among 
savages. The gangB aro tho special resoit 
ol all eirls who have lost their characters, 
and the gang masters often set themselves to 
deliberate eorruptioa. One witness, a book- 
seller, who bad belonged to one ol these 
gangs, informed the Commissioner distinctly 
that the gangers set the children to singieg 
ob«cene songs to enliven tho road heme and 
it is clear from all manunr of incidental tes- 
timony that tho dinner hour is often tho sig- 
nal for berso play, which degenerates into 
deliberate obscenity. No doubt much of all 
this ia duo to an excessivo coarseness of 
manners still uncradicated iu many parts ol 
the country, and, indeed, ineradicable until 
tho English peasant has been rehoused ; and 
it is quits possible to contuse a low civilizv- 
tion with a degenerated molality. But ibe 
universal testimony of the local witnesses 
is that the giila and boys employed in theso 
gangs are much worso titan their own 
brothers and eisterB not bo employed; that 
tho evil is deepened by aggregation, and, 
aa wo should add, by oxcessive toil. Glean* 
ers coing out are decent, but listen to them 
coming home. Women employed in the 
fields aro everywhere the worst on the coun- 
iry p do, and if the labor involves wandering 
or night work, us in the case of tho bop- 
pickers, civilization disappears, and whole 
farms become temporary brothels. fiut 
among tlieao gangs the evil strikes society 
at the toot. Thcso gang laborers nro child- 
ren, forced to labor by their parents, de- 
prived of tho possibility of eduoalion, made 
lu-tful by forced companionship, brutal by 
compulsory association with brutea. .Mothers, 
themselves bred among associations which ut 
least kill squeamlslrncss, repeat to the Com- 
missioners one unvarying sung, " f would 
rather hunger" — their strongest asseveration 
— "than let my girls go to the field." Fur, 
bo it remembered, tho evil does not pass with 
childhood. Tho gipsy taste is soon aroused 
nid becomes ono ol tne strongest of the pas- 
sions. Tho giria who have been in the gangs 
will rarely take to flier work, nover go into 
service, and when married leave their child- 
ren at homo dmggod with opium to go eut 
to tho fresh, rough, " larky" labor of the 
fields, where there is " company," and beer 
and paramours at discretion. If this account 
is consider d too Btrong, all we can say iH, we 
Iilvo carefully toned it down Irom leporls 
mainly guaranteed by local clergymen who, 
like Iho Vicar of Chatteris, doubt whether 
any chastity ia left among villagers where 
ganging is common ; or, like the Rov M. 8. 
Jackson, assert that " the young women ure 
utterly shameless — all female delicacy of 
character is utterly gone ;" or, like the Rec- 
tor of liramball, who is a magistrate, testily 
that cases of indecent assault are Irequent 
in his district, because " little is thought of 
such behavior, and it is passed over un- 
noticed ;" or, liko George M ore Smith, who 
holds gang labor to bo absolutely imlispnn. 
sable, but ia so convinced ol the immorality 
of the system lhat he would prohibit mixed 
gangs by law.

The Luxemburg Question. 

(From tbo London "Times," April 8rd.) 

It is now positively utinoutieed that Iho 
Kiny of Holland has relinquished tho pro- 
posed cession of Luxemburg to Fiance, and 
that once moro ttio overtures of the lalter 
power for on extension of territory on ber 
eastern frontier huvo beeu disappointed * 
* * Tbo fir3t thirif? Ihul impressed every 
ono who board ol these mysterious noooiia- 
tions was the injustice of thus bargaining fur 
n province and the people in it an it the 
politieal rights Which tho world now no- 
linotvledgea had no existence, The King of 
Holland is Sovereign of Luxemburg, there- 
fore llu plaeo and the people belong to him ; 
tberefote he has a right to sell them for as 
niueh as bo can got to uny ono \v> pleases. 
Tho Fronoh Emperor, .on the other hand, 
desires to extend his frontier and lulso posos- 
sion of un important foitrcss. Tho bargain 
suits both parties. Tlio Emperor is rich 
und liberal • a few millions sterling would 
fuil tho King. They are both content and it 
is nobody else's business. Stieh is tho prin- 
ciple of tho meditated transaction, and oer- 
tainly nothing can bo imagined more repug- 
nant to the ideas which nnw influence 
nations. Tho people of Luxemberg luve 
never been consulted in any wuy ; moreover, 
Irom tho first moment thai tho scheme was 
rumoured they have shown resolute hostility 
to it, Though it is Haiti thut agents have been 
at work in the town endeavoring to stir up 
"spontaneous enthusiasm" lor France, there 
is but one voic3 from Luxemburg, and it crios 
out against annexation. No doubt, il the 
scheme was executed, and a French army 
took possession, it would be proved from the 
ballot box that the Luxombu'gers, voting 
secretly nnd by universal suirrnge, wero 
every one of thom ardently do irouf of be- 
longing lo Fraoce. But as long ns the people 
express their opinions openly ami by word of 
mouth, they show clearly that ihey desiro to 
remain as tboy aro. Why indeed should 
they wish to bo annexed? Thoy are Ger- 
mans ; they speak German, Ihey have for fifty 
years boloDgcd lo the (ienriau Confederation 
and hove never shown a wish to secede from 
it. Tho Confederation has fallen to pieces; 
but ad they were riot bruod to tlio Fatherland 
merely by an artificial and political tio, they 
still remuin in close connection with it. 
Their portion ts, indeed, unomaliiB, (or they 
have a Dutch Sovereign, who wished to got 
rid ot them and would have sold Ihem to the 
highest bidder, and ihey lmro not been ad- 
mitted into tho new Northern Confederation, 
which now represents tho Gorman peoplo. 
They havo thus neither a Prince nor a pro- 
tector and remain politically isoltiiod nod 
insecure. Yet not even ibis abandonment 
has mado thom desire incorporation with 
France- 
Events have shown that the peoplo on this 
eastern frontier, while respeciing the great- 
ness, admiring tho genius nnd lollowing in 
many things tho example of France, desire to 
niaiutaiu iheir own nationality by a consoli- 
dation with Germany and relusod to bo ab- 
sorbed in a foreign power. All along the 
border, in every city which French ambition 
threatens, there is tho strongest national 
terilimeut and the politicians of thcso prov- 
inces aro among the most zealous in urging 
on tho work which Count Bismaik has io 
hand, in order that I lie y may Bod a better 
safeguard against dictation. It has been 
demonstrated beyond a doubt that if any ol 
the coveted diMricla bo appropriated by 
France, it will bo entirely against the will 
of tho inhabitants and probably tho work 
will not be achieved without an eventual 
war. The Fiencb Kmpcror has been very ill 
advised in urging one of tho minor sover- 
eigns of Europe to an not so likely to disturb 
thegeueral peace. Ttio bargain may have 
beeu atru' ged in concert with Prussia; but, 
whatever in .y have passed betwetn the two 
Courts, tho repugnance to cding a part of 
tho late Confederation is so strong in Ger- 
many that even Prussia herself dare not yield 
The influence of Prussia has been immense 
and uncontrolled during the war, but it is be- 
cause men ibink that in tho character ol tho 
King and his chief minister thore is a cour- 
age and obstinacy which will assure tho 
country against unworthy concessions, Ba- 
varia enmo last year into u sudden alliance 
with her former enemy becau=o she believed 
tbat Prussia could end would defend her 
outlying province. If Prussia were now to 
enter Into the path ot concession no small 
pari of her iulljenoe would begone. Nor is 
it merely necessary that Pr ussia should stand 
still and see iho aot accorgptisbed. Luxem- 
burg is and bus been lor hall a eontury gar- 
risoned by Prussians. In u military point of 
view it \9 a Prussian outpost to the dolensos 
of the Rhine prr vinco, nnd were it to bo 
given up, the world would have the spectacle 
of Prussian troops marching out on one sido 
while French troops marched in on tho other. 

These negotiations and the sinister rumors 
lhat uro heard all over Europe havo undoubt- 
edly produced a disquieting effect. There is 
a general uneasiness as if a lowering cloud 
were about to break forth into a atormi It 
would bo folly and presumption to pretend 
to divine tho luture, but wc may hope that 
Fran e will never again be led by Imperial 
ist traditions into an attompt to extend her 
territory by war. It is, indeed, wonderful 
lhat a country so rioh, so powerful, should 
niiach such importance to potty acquisitions, 
by which a decaying town with its outlying 
province and on inconsiderable popula- 
tion, are addod to national resources already 
jo immense, Tim French, us represented 
by tho Empire, scams to think thut the ac- 
quisition ot territory alono confers glory nnd 
advantage. Woro it not no, would their ^ 
Chief bo now oflerlng millions for Luxem- 
burg? The true inturestof France is to pur- 
sue n peaceful earoor and not to revive tho 
tradilionB of conquest, which In days not yet 
forgotten brought snob droadlul misery on 
berstif and on ber neighbours. Franco will 
show her dcfere'noo lor buropean opinion by 
abandoning this ill-omened negotiation, 
which would not only unito all Germany 
avninst her, but bicuk nil ihu intimato friend- 
ships which prevail between her and other 
European PowerBjbut ilia a disgraC3 to 
French stutn-nicn thnt cuch n scheme should 
over huvo been entertahiod.

Tho splendid trowseau prepared for Miss 
Curtis, the euvied young American bello who 
is about lo mnrry Count do Talleyrand- Peri- 
gord, the son and heir of tho Duke do Dino, 
is just now exciting the envy and udmiruiion 
ot iho public, aumittcd to inspect tho same 
iu tho show-rooms of tho fournisseur io 
whom the preparation of tho ouilit of the 
future Duchess lias been conOdcd. The 
display ol (silks and sarins, luce, volvut, 
eaehotnireu, and niiignificdnt under-olothes 
is truly wonderful | and the fuot that all iho 
morning dresses, (of the most costly and olo- 
gunt description), are mado very short, und 
to be worn without iho correspondina petti- 
coat which has been of late tho necessary 
complement ot the short dre-aes now bo much 
worn in tho street, indicates a strong prc- 
bability that the sweeping of floors and 
Btreets will not bo performed much longer 
by tho draperies ol tho f iber half cf creation. 
Tho onorutous length of train now trailed 
ufter them at evening parlies, by (he gay 
dames of this capital, ia so absurd, urgrncc- 
lul und inconvenient, that a change would 
seem to be inevitable, Tho present style for 
evening wear is particularly ugly. The skirl 
ol a fashionable dross is made rather short in 
front und at thu sides, so tight in Iront aa to 
show tho contour of thu stomach, — faleo 
stomachs, ol india rubber, are actually worn 
by thin women I — and just behind, becomes 
immensely long, streaming out for ihreo quar- 
ters ol a yard, or more thuu double lhat length 
according to tbo vanity and bad tuslo of iho 
wearer, tl half a duzen ladies sporting trains 
ot this tlo;criptinn could have a drawing- 
room all to themselves, tho effect ol spread- 
ing draperies would be pretty enough ; es- 
pecially il they would consent to aland Mill 
all iho evening, so as to allow their skirts to 
retain tho lan-ehapod How, imparted to them 
by the final fit' g ol the soubrelto as she eon- 
eludes the complicated tusk ol beautifying 
hor 'lady.' Hut as the fashionable gatherings, 
in view of which theso elaborate toilets have 
been prepared, are esteemed eucceesful 
according to the intensity of the, crowding 
winch lakes place in them, tho streaming 
tails of the ludies aro soon twisted into r.dlr, 
which produce, whenever there wearer 
makes a turn, tlio most comic efhet. The 
train in lact, behaves just us docs the lail of 
a lino angora eat, or any other animal whose 
duudul appendage iB too long for iho rest ol 
its body. It lies quietly on tho ground dur- 
ing tho turning ol tho body to which it is 
attached ; and then, ut the lust moment, 
gives a sudden twist and whisks round into 
the new position assigned lo il by the dis- 
placement of tho lormer. The midden 
sweep of Ihe uugora's toil, less Vuluminous 
und homogenous, is not absolutely ugly ; but 
the jerking and twisting ol the train ol silk 
or sutiu is us ugly as possible, generally 
showing, as it does, the lining of the skirt, 
and not unseldom revealing tho train of Ihe 
petticoat which accompanies it. As to bon- 
oois. they ure now so small thut they hardly 
allord matter fur comment ; the little squares 
and rounds scarcely hiding even the top ol 
ihe bead. Even tho time-honored institution 
of bonnet-strings is disappearing, A bit ol 
lece, or jet fringe, linked Ijosely at a dis- 
tance of several inches from the chin, is 
much in Voruc just now, and even this slight 
substitute for str n»s is often dispensed with, 
the minute cheese plate,, or Buucepan lid, 
being fastened to the back hair' by means ol 
ornamental pias. Tbo sleeves ol evening., 
dresses, it may be noted, en passant, buvo 
alsodwindlod away to a narrow riband, or bit 
ol narrow luce. Bom ol the leaders of tho 
peculiar wotld that leads the fashions of the 
world by which it is ostensibly Ignored, are 
sail.' to have tred the experiment of dresses 
absolutely without sleeves ; but tho innova- 
tion has not, as yet, been adopted by tho 
'rcppectablu' part of the community. 

Tho empire- of fashion, so long possessed 
by jet, is threatened by thu rivahy of amber. 
Amber bends nnd amber fringe aro greatly in 
vogue; but will hardly come intosueti gener- 
al use as tho ornaments oljot uow used in 
such profu-ion. The passion for dross, 
which forms an integral part of French hu- 
man nature, seems to be on iho increase, dei« 
pile tho diatribes of plidosophtrs. The dis- 
plny of toilettes at the great fetes lately given 
in rit. Petersburg appears to have be n 
something amazing; especially at tho splen- 
did nightfeto offered by ihe nobles of the 
Skating Club ol Hint city to the Imperial 
Family , and iho b ill just givou to -100 of the 
highest mombcrs ol iho aristocracy by the 
Cz.ir. This ball took placo io the magnifi- 
cent hall called Iho Great Whim Saloon, 
whose walls are of stucco, richly ornamented 
with gold. This immense room was so bril- 
liantly lit up lhat it is described by enthusi- 
astic Frenchmen present, as having been 
brighter than the noon-day August sunshine 
of Algiers. All down this interminable mom 
was a broad gallery, erected for the occasion, 
hung with crimson damasks, and filled up as 
a 1'iiQot ; the long tuble being covered with 
gold and silver plate of the Byzinline und 
Renaissance epochs. The 400 guests danced 
with much spirit, polonaises, mazurkas, 
quadrilles and VValzes, succeeding ono anoth- 
er through the evening- At hall past twelve, 
the doors of the ball-room were thrown open, 
and the euppor gallery was seen in all ils 
splendour. This gallery was lit up with 
20,000 was oundles, whose ruys were reflect" 
ed Irom tho glass ami silver of forty tables ; 
ol ten covers ouch. Each table w as placed 
under u group of pnlm and orango troes in 
blossom, springing Irom a bank ol magnificent 
hyacinths. Two hundred servants in livery 
of red and gtoon wero on duly at the tables ; 
and all round the gallery were ranged against 
iho walls like so many living statues, tin 
grenadiers of tbo guard, whose uniform is so 
completely covered with gold, that it seems 
to bo mado entirely of that metal. Invisible 
orchestras played a succession of favorite 
opera, airs ; and at the upper and ol the 
gallery was a raised platform (or the Imperi- 
al family, who wero served by negroes, 
dressed in costume imitated from tho Ara- 
bian Nights. Tho Emperor, who ate noth- 
ing, walked about the gallery, going Irom 
table to table, and addressing a few gracious 
words to each of his guests in succession. 
Shutters being unknown in Russia, ihe grout 
windows showed n vast crowd of gazers ou'n 
sido. The frozen, shining Nova, the Quay, 
and the admiralty square woro brilliantly 
illuminated, nnd innumerable fires lighted as 
usual, here and there, amidst tho snow. 

The trial ol M. Emilo do Girardin for " se- 
ditious and disloyal" writing in Ihe Libert'. 
newspaper, Imb boon one of the sentiments ol

da ghter was seized with diplheria, at Diarilz, 
tho Empress spent soniu hours at tho bed- 
Bide of iho dying child, persuading her lo try 
and swallow somu nourishment, the littlo 
1'iinco ul his own accord, wrote her un afli e» 
lioiialu letter, begging her In try and swallow 
something, and when tho poor little creature 
hud succumbed to the terrible malady tho 
h'mperor wroto a kind nnd feeling loiter ol 
sympathy '1111(000(10111100 to M. do Girardin, 
who worshipped tho liulo girl und waa over- 
whelmed with griel at her loss ; M. do Gir- 
ardin is moreovor, nn intimato friend and 
crony oi Prmce Napoleon ; bo tbat this pro- 



secution has been; lor some days, tho upper 
most topic hero. 

It seeuiH inexplicable that tho Emperor, 'so 
oelntenndso enlightened, should allow his 
over z- nlotiB agents to compromise his popu- 
larity by this absurd sensitiveness to criticism 
und tiy the yet more absurd censorship nnd 
perpetually renurring seizures to which for- 
eign newspapers aro subjected.

Tab New Cunahd Stbaueb HutbiA — 
There was lautichod on Wednesday from the 
shipbuilding yard of Messrs J, and G. 
TuciuaoD, Clydo bank, Glasgow, a screw 
steamer to bo nilded to tlio Cunard fluet ot 
Liverpool end Now York line™. The Kus- 
Bia, os tho vessol has been named, ia tho 
largest screw steamer ol tho fleet, exceeding 
Boroowhal in ditnousiuus ti.e China. She id 
built in eight crnipnrtiiioms, measures 346ft. 
in keel and forerako, by 42ft. breadth of 
beam, with n depth of hold of 19ft., and a 
tonnage (Bell) of 3,14 L tons. She is chain 
rivoltcd throughout tho bull; Tho engines 
are- of Gf>0 horso power diioet ; in diameter 
the cylinders ure 6G inches, and the Btioke is 
3ft. 3in. in length. Tho oondensera are on 
the eurfaco plan, and steam is to be supplied 
by four large boilers fitted with brass tubes. 
Tho Russia has no stcerago accommodation, 
tho space usually devoted to that purpose 
boing taken up with a second cabiu nml 
berths. Sho 1ms accommodation lor 300 
first class passengers, with two saloons 
capablo of dining 300 person?. The launch 
was most successful, notwithstanding the 
narrowness of the Clyde at Messrs Thom- 
son's works— London Times, April 1. 

The Charge ok Smuggling). — Captain 
Batnmovitch, of tho Indian trading schoont-r 
Gazelle, again appeared before the Police 
Magistralo yesterday to answer a charge of 
having smuggled three casks ol liquors to 
the mainland of tho Colony. Mr ilcCreight, 
instructed by Drake & Jackson, appeared for 
the defandant, aod Mr VV. II. McCrea, Chief 
Clerk of the Customs, appeared os prosecutor. 
Michael Neinovioh, principal witness for ibe 
prosecution, failed to mako his appearance. 
MrMcCreight made npplioation to have the 
ca3Q Iriod before the superior Court, but ihe 
magistrate said he would adjourn tho case 
for one week. Mr MoCreight contendod 
that an adjournment, in tho lace of an ap- 
plication to send to a regular Court, was ir- 
regular, and that the case could be brought 
belore the Snpromo Court by notice of a 
writ of certiorari. Mr MoCrea, then, on bo- 
half of the Customs' authorities, consented 
to have the case tried beforo the Supreme 
Court ; but the Magistrate decided to ad- 
journ tbecaso for a week, and bound tho ac- 
cused and the witnesses oyer to appear be- 
fore him. 



From Albefni.— Mr Joseph Dean arrived 
from Alberni in a canoe yesterday afternoon. 
He left Albarni on Saturday lust. The In- 
dians are troublesome and liuve stolen many 
things belonging to tho mills. Mr Dean 
thinks that if a man-of-war were to make 
bar appearance there occasionally, her 
presence would serve to keep the natives in 
check. Mr and Mrs Manson *nd Mr Taylor 
are tho only whites at tho settlement. The 
Manaoaa are engaged to put up salmon, and 
MrTaylur has enargo of the farm. 

Tun application for a warrant for tho ar- 
rest of Ex-Governor Eyre, of Jamaica, on 
a charge of murder, was denied by the mag- 
istrates at Markot Drayton. The unani- 
mous decision wa9 that tho evidence did net 
raise a strong or probable presumption of tho 
guilt of the accused, and they were convinc- 
ed that if an indictment wero preferred on 
the main evidence a verdict of acquittal 
would ho returned by a jury ; they therefore 
directed tho discharge of Mr Eyre, On 
Mr Eyre retiring he was received with 
cheers. Bell-iingirg followed. 

Broadiirims in Madagascar — A Royal 
proclamation has bren issued by Ihe Queen 
of Madagascar, furbidding civilians to wear 
hati with brims, and restricting that privi- 
lege to the Government oflieers. The civil- 
ians are now wearing a kind of skull cap 
Many wear their old haia with the brim 
torn efl, and the streets are strewed with the 
discarded brims. 

Cleared Out— Wm Taylor and Michael 
Coyle, Indian wbiakoy sellers, who wero al- 
lowed two weeks in which to appear before 
tho police magistrate for sentence, failed to 
»' come to lime" yesterday, and a heavy Rue 
was recorded aguinst each. It is Imped that 
both of these living nuisances have left 
tho country for the country's good. 

Telegraph Link to Cariboo— Wo learn 
that, provided a sufficient amount ol money 
be subscribed by the business men or thin 
place and Cariboo, dure is a probability ol 
the line of the Collins' Telegraph Company 
being extended to William Creek. Mr Lamb, 
Superintendent of the line, starts north to- 
day to perfect orrangomonts. 

A Smull House, while being removed 
through Government street, yesterday, by the 
indefatigable Rood, caught tho telegraph 
wire at the corner of Fort stroet, causing the 
wire to snap in two, while a message was 
toffS received. It was speedily repaired, 
and th'd'Seoding of tho despatoh resumed. 

Death at tii k Hospital.— John Spays, a 
nativoof Germany, aged 41 years, died yop„ 
torday, of epilepsy, at the Royal Hospital. 
Deceased was admitted to tho Hospital in 
January, 1862, and was ouo of the oldeht 
patients.

A ratal Duel, 

Tho Lisbon correspondent of the DmIij 
Nlwi, writiug on the 29iu March, Bays : 

A latal duel took place his morning in 
Cumpo Grande, between Signor Jose Julio 
d'Olivoira Pinto, a deputy to tho Cortes, and 
Miguel de Sa Nagueina, a Portuguese ollioot 
in ttio Italian service, a oil an aide-de»camp 
lo Prince Humbert. This duel arose out ui 
curtain Bxprefrsious uttered by Signer Pinto 
in a debate in the Cortes, respecting 
Nogucira, the unele of the ufliutr. A retrac- 
tion was demanded by the latter, which was 
reluscd, and afterwards when tho two parlies 
met iu Ibe Chiado, they oame to high words, 
which ended in Ibe officer spitting in the fat c 
of the deputy, who dtcw a revolver but did 
not tiro. This encounter was much talked 
nliout, and somo of ihe newspapers applied 
the epilbct ol coward to Signor Pinto, be- 
sides which, it iu said, he was Bhown ihe cold 
shoulder in tho Cortes by several deputies on 
account ol l.isrclusal to accept a challenge, 
It is supposed that, stung by these slights, 
Signor Pinio determined to fight. Spectrin 
weie sought, those of tho deputy being both 
members o! the Corles, and on tho part ol 
Signer Sa Nagueina wero Don Rodrigo 
d'Almeida, a nephew ol tho Duke de Sal* 
dunhu, and Edward Barroiro8,Bon of the late 
Viscount ua Luz, Tlio duel was at fifteen 
paces, and lets were drawn lor first lire, 
winch fell to Signor Sa Nagueina. At ihf 
lirst .shot the deputy fell mortally wounded, 
the ball having ponetrated his side and 
wounded the liver and Iho larger blood- 
vessels. The seconds then tarried ihe dying 
man to a cab, in which they had come Irom 
Lisbon, and gave the driver directions to pro 
coed to tho house or the deputy j but the 
authorities having been notified of the occur- 
rence, the body was taken to the chief police 
station. Alrerwards, it was removed to the 
Hospital of San Jose, where the autopsy was 
perlormed. 'J he Cortes did not sit this after- 
noon, on account of tho profound impression 
caused by this occurrence, and tho Chiado 
has all day been fjlhd by groups discussing 
Iho circumstances of Iho duel. Signor 
Oliveira Pinto, besides being a deputy, was 
one ol the high employes ol the Miuistry ol t 
Justice, and he haves a wile and family 
almost destitute The funerul will take place 
to-ir.orrow from the chapel of the hospital, 
and a large number of tho deputies will at- 
tend it. This tad iifldr is tjuilo without 
precedent in Lisbon ol late years, and specu- 
lation is rile us to wn >t course the authorities 
will take iu dealing with iho matter. 

European Miscellanys 

The Czar has just sanctioned an rdiot 
banishing dancing bears Irom Ru-sim Hi 
allows ilium live years lo get out ol the om- 
pire. 

The Palrie announces that a petition from 
women has been drawn up praying the 
French Senate to impose a heavy tax upon 
confirmed bucbelors, und adds that it is be- 
ing " covered with signatures." 

The Emperor ol Austria has just re- 
established the Polish languago lor tlio study 
of law at Lernberg. All tho examinations 
will bo made in the same language. Th9 
telegram announcing this now imperial con- 
cession was received with gicat rejoicing. 

Mrs Lushington, tho eislor of Alfred Ten- 
nyson, once engaged to Arthur Hallam, but 
now the wile of the Greek Professor ol 
Glasgow, is a remarkable singer, and renders 
her brother's songs, it is eaid, with fine ex- 
pression. 

A hitler written from Edinburgh reports 
the author ol " Rah und his Friends," Dr 
John Brown, as still manifesting the effects 
of a continued illness. " The Country Par- 
son," Mr A. H. K, Boyd, has removed lo St 
Andrews, where he lias charge of the largest 
church iu the Nor 111. 

A man named Ryan, recently gavo him- 
self up to the police ut Nunogh, in Ireland, 
confessing to a murder committed 34 years 
ago. The widow, son, and daughter of lbs 
murdered man, ideutiGed tho prisoner in 
tho jail, and the son, who was only seven 
years old at tho time of hs lather's death, 
to-tilied that as hooii as he ea* Ryan " bia 
blood crept ut Ihe sight." Tho judge, how- 
over, relused to admit tlin prisoner's own 
statements in evidence oijninst him, and ho 
was consequently acquitted. 

During a recent severe gale in England an 
extensive bed of peat, underlying the beach 
near West Hartlepool, became uncovered, 
and an immense amount of treasure was 
found imbedded in the peat. Hundreds ol 
.Spanish dollars, some gold coinB, gold rings, 
and a gold crucifix were picked up Forty 
years ago n vessel which had been a Span- 
ish slaver was wrecked near this spot, and it 
is believed that (he treusure was washed out 
of her, as a good deal of money wus iouad 
concealed in her t'inberB. 

A Yorkshireman, commonly known as 
" Flint Jack " has just been sentenced to a 
year's imprisonment for theft. For the last 
'J3 years he has supported himself by the 
manufacture of spurious fossils, Roman re- 
mains, coins, flint Implements, und other 
(urged relics of the Roman and ancient 
Briiish periods, with which ho has deceived 
many ol iho must eminent antiquaries of the 
kingdom. In 1859, having been defected by 
Prof. Teunuot, ho was induced to exhibit 
beloro various learned societies his meihod of 
manuf icturing spurions flints.
